The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 1-4 and 7-8 are CANCELLED 

Claim 5 is to be amended to be dependent on Claim 9 

Claim 10 is to be amended to be dependent on Claim 9 

Claim 9 is to be amended as follows: 

On the fifth line of claim 9, after the word "mark", the phrase -by 
absorbing the radiation- is to be inserted. Therefore the clause starting on claim 
9 fifth line should read "wherein the laser-markable material forms a mark by 
absorbing the radiation when irradiated with a laser at a wavelength of 10,600 
nm;" 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closes 
prior art of references does not teach nor suggest the combination of ammonium 
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octamolybdate in the claimed laser-markable composition which absorbs radiation and 
consequently forms marks when irradiated with a laser at a wavelength of 10,6000 nm.
